Arsenate of lead is one of the best: 
poisons to use, and for a quid spray 
should be mixed. at the rate of 1.5 
pounds of powdered arsenate of lead, 
to 60 gallons of water. In small 
amounts one-half ounce or one heap- 
_Ing tablespoonful to a gallon of. water 
gives the same strength, A little water 
should first be added to the powder. 
Smooth paste. This paste can then be 
stirred into the required amount of 
water and the solution is “ready for 
use, 

‘With a good duster: or dust gun a 
mixture of one part powde 
of lead and fifteen parts of aiainkced 
or hydrated lime will be quite effec- 
tive in killing the beetles. 

A mixture of one part of paris green 
to twenty parts of lime js also effec- 
tive. If no duster is avallable the 
mixture can be applied by shaking It 
on the platite~through a cheesecloth’ 
bag. The dust sticks to the plants 
better if applied when the dew is on.

Sweet clover has been condemned 
by many because it grows too rank 
and becomes so woody that stock will
